Old Story Revived. 
The finding of so much gold 
ore in Estill and Powell counties 
whether in paying quantities or 
not, revives the old story of 
Swift's silver and gold mines the 
relation of which'naturally points 
to one or more of the fields now 
spoken of. According to tradi- 
tion the story briefly runs about 
thus : 

"In the very earliest days of 
Kentucky, and when there were 
no white settler- in Estill or 
Powell counties, but a small 
number in Fayette and a few 
lower counties, a fellow by the 
name of Swift and a comrade 
were up in this section some- 
where and once when night be- 
fell them they sought refuge un- 
der some cliff out of the path of 
Indians. There they built up a 
fire against a large rock and cook- 
ed 8om« of the wild game they 
had killed that dav. It was in 
the cool season of the year, so 
they kept fire burning all night. 
The next morning before depart- 
ing they observed that a great 
deal of both gold and silver had 
been melted and run out of the 
rock, and they picked a good 
sample of the melted metal and 
looking around faund the pre- 
cious ores in great abundance 
before they started on their re- 
turn to the settlement at Lex- 
ington. 

Swift being overly eager about 
the rich find and becoming a lit- 
le "hoggish" kvled his partner 
just before arrivfig at the settle- 
ment. Swift wai stricken blind 
immediately though he managed 
to get to the settlement and 
there delivered his sample of 
precious metals which were 
found to be very rich. 

Swift being blind could not er- 
turn to liis valuable find, but 
told them that to reach the mine 
you would come to the mouth of 
Lulbegrud creek and then it 
would take from early morning 
until about two o'cloek that day 
to ride horseback to the mine." 

This description of the distance 
will tally readily with the State 
rock find or the Station camp 
mine, but as to the real truthful- 
ness of the story nothing is 
known, and it is possible that 
the whole story is a hoax, still it 
will help to confirm the belief of 
the value of at least one of the 
recent findings. 

Local Option Desults. 

When given an even opportu- 
nity local option seems to always 
win. Woodford county went dry 
by over 500 majority, Midway 
dry by more than 200 majority. 
Mt . Sterling remains wet in two 
wards but we learn it cost the 
liquor people of that city over 
$8,000 to win. It comes high, 
but some people must have it, 
and of course they are willing to 
pay the bill. 

We Need a Fair of Our Own. 

There was nothing from Pow- 
ell county on exhibition at the 
Big Bluegrass fair last week at 
Lexington except John Mize's 
ginseng, which would have read- 
ily taken the premium had there 
been any offerings for such 
plant. We think Powell could 
have a fair of her own next year
